Boyle Jr. received $8000 in 
fees from thé American Lithofold 
Corp. of St. Louis, which received 
a $565,000 Reconstruction Finance 
Corp. loan. He said he knew 
nothing about it and couldn’t com- 
ment till he knew the facts.

Loans of $565,000 were made 
to the American Lithofold Cor- 
poration only after William M. 
Boyle Jr., chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, and 
his friend, former Internal Reve- 
nue Collector James P. Finnegan, 
exerted influence ‘on directors of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, the Post-Dispatch has 
been told. 

On thrée occasions, the print- 
ing firm’s application for a big 
RFC loan was rejected by Charles 
G. Alexatider, manager of the St. 
Louis office of the Government 
agency, and by the RFC board of 
directors in Washington. 


Three of the five RFC directors 
approved ‘the American Lithofold 
loan. They. were: Harley Hise 
chairman; William E. Willett and 
Henry Mulligan; Two voted 
against the loan: Walter A, Dun- 
ham and Harvey J. Gunderson.

NEW YORK LOAN COMPANY 
FACES 1018 FEDERAL CHARGES 


NEW YORK, July 26 (UP)— 
The Federal Government today 
filed a 1018-count information 
against the Personal Finance Co. 
of New York, charging violations 
of Federal Reserve system regu- 
lations covering loans for install- 
ment purchases.

WASHINGTON, July 26 (AP)— 
Announced United States battle 
casualties in Korea reached 79,- 
723 today, - increase of 
s last week. 
"The increase was the third 
lowest since the Defense Depart- 
ment’s first summary issued last 


August.

Fifty-seven fighters and bomb- 
ers plastered railroac yards today 
at Pyongyang, North Korean cap- 
ital, Far East Air Forces an- 
nounced. U.N. planes flew 140 
missions by noon. 

In 98 combat sorties Wednes- 
day night, Fifth Air Force planes 
attacked Communis. airfields, 
supply centers «nd troop concen- 
trations, At least 40 vehicles and 
one Communist tank were re- 
ported destroyed.

“There may be a period of 
comparative quiet if there is an 
armistice in Korea,” he told Sen- 
ators. “If so, we must not let our- 
selves be pulled off balance by 
a shift in tactics. 

“If the armistice talks should 
collapse, we should be ready for 
a major Communist assault on 
the United Nations forces. The 
enemy has been building up his 
forces throughout this period.” 

Calls Ald “Vital.” 

Acheson was urging approval 
of the administration’s ,500,- 
000,000 foreign aid program at 
the outset of hearings by the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. He termed the proposal “an 
essential and vital part of: our 
country’s defense and foreign 
policies.” 

Declaring that the need for 
American military and economic 
support of its free orld allies 
“is as great today as it has ever 
been,” the secretary added in a 
prepared statement: 

“The present armistice negotia- 
tions in Korea, irrespective of 
their final outcome, have not af- 
fected, and will not affect, that 
fundamental fact. It is essential 
that we do not take the easy 
course and delude ourselves into 
thinking otherwise. 

“The strategy of the Kremlin is 
still the, same.” 

Aims at “Genuine” Peace. 

Acheson said the aid program 
is aimed at creating enough 
strength in the free world to “de- 
ter the Soviet imperialists from 
all aggressive adventures and to 
bring about an era of genuine 
relaxation of tension.”

TWO OLD BUILDINGS ° 
ON MARKET GIVING 
WAY TO WAREHOUSE 


Two three-story residences, 807 
and 809 Market street, which have 
belonged to the second postmaster 
of St. Louis, a jeweler’s wife, 
and a druggist who made a 
fortune by introducing aspirin 
here, are being torn down to make 
room for the building of a ware- 
house. 

Dr. William G. Swekosky, a 
dentist whose hobby is the history 
of old buildings, has found that 
one of the buildings was erected 
by Dr. Robert Simpson in 1855. 
Dr. Simpson was the second post- 
master in St. Louis, a cashier at 
the Boatmen’s Bank, sheriff of the 
city, and comptroller of St. Louis. 

He sold the building to George 
C. Muller, proprietor of a tavern, 
in 1856. Muller built the other 
building on an adjoining ‘lot. 
Later both buildings passed to his 
daughter, Rosa, wife of Freder- 
ick W: Drosten, a jeweler. In 
1905 Mrs. Drosten sold the build- 
ings to Frank A. Ruf, a druggist 
who made a fortune here by in- 
troducing aspirin as ‘‘antikamnia.” 

In 1948 trustees of the Ruf 
estate sold the buildings to the 
Wainwright Real Estate Co., 
which turned the buildings into 
a rooming house and a warehouse 
for a liquor company. 


1000 PHYSICIANS’ 
BLANKS FOUND ON 
3 NARCOTICS ADDICTS 


More than 1000 prescription 
blanks of physicians in various 
parts of the nation were found in 
the possession of three narcotics 
addicts who were arrested here 
this week, police disclosed today.

He denied emphatically that he 
intended to betray his country, 
when, as an Army Air Force lieu- 
tenant, in India, flew a stolen 
Army plune to German lines and 
later broadcast gvazi propaganda 
from Berlin. 

He was followed to the stand 
by the Rev. Joseph A. Tatzlaff, a 
Catholic priest who was present 
at the dramatic meeting at the 
Federal House of Detention here, 
when the prisoner tearfully de- 
bated with his parents the ad- 
vice they had received from their 
lawyers to enter the guilty plea. 

Tells of Meeting. P 

Father Tatzlaff confirme 
Monti’s account of the event, re- 
calling that both Mr. and Mrs. 
Monti had urged him to follow 
his legal counsel. For a _ con- 
siderable interval, Martin de- 
murred saying that he could not 
as he had not.“done anything as 
charged” the witness continued. 

Monti’s parents argued emo- 
tionally that he would be sen- 
tenced to death or life imprison- 
ment if he stood trial, Father 
Tatzlaff said. Mrs.,. Monti wept 
copiously, he added, then Monti 
and his father broke down. 

“T finally told him: ‘I think you 
ought to comply with the - ap- 
peals of your parents,’ ”’ the priest 
testified. “I said I thought they 
were telling him to do what they 
thought was in his best interest. 
It was shortly after that he agreed 
to plead guilty.” 

Pastor Is Witness. 

The prisoner called for writing 
material and wrote a note to 
Stryker, who had arrived mean- 
while at the conference, declaring 
that he had decided to enter the 
guilty plea. Father Tatzlaff signed 
the document as a Witness.

The Health Division food 
inspector is available for consul- 
tation, he said. ; 
In north St. Louis, residents of 
the Riverview boulevard area 
have made numerous complaints 
about mosquitoes since the water 
receded.

N THIS historic forum I recall 
of those great architects and

vividly and reverently the memory 
defenders of liberty who-immor- 


talized the commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


,, TO this section of the country men point as the cradle of our 
freedom. .For here was. establishéd more than’ three centuries ago 


a declarai 


of rights from which ultimately:came the constitutional 


mandate guaranteeing our civil liberties, Here men arose militantly 


in protest against the tyranny of-oppressive rule of burdensome | 


taxation. Here men engaged in formal combat to sever the dis- 
tasteful bonds of colonial rule. Here men etched the patriot’s pat- 
tern which all races who harbored in their hearts a love for freedom 
have since sought to emulate. ‘Here: men, by their courage, vision 


and faith, forged a new concept of modern civilization. 


Before the descendants of these 
early American patriots I am hon- 
ored, indeed, to address this leg- 
islative. assembly in response to 
its thoughtful and kind invitation. 
I do so with neither partisan af- 
filiation nor’ political purpose. But 
I have been warned by many that 
an outspoken course, even if it 
be solely of truth, will bring down 
upon my head ruthless retaliation 
~—that efforts will be made to de- 
stroy public faith in the integrity 
of my views—not by force of just 
argument but by the application 
of the false methods of. propa- 
ganda. I am told in effect I must 
follow ‘blindly: the leader—keep 
silent—or take the bitter conse- 
quences. I had thought Abraham 
Lincoln had pinned down for all 
time this ugly code when he de- 
clared: “To sin by silence when 
they should protest makes cow- 
ards of men.” 

“TJ Shall Raise My Voice.” 

I shall raise my voice as loud 
and as often as I believe it to 
be in the interest of the Amer- 
ican people. I shall dedicate 
all of my energies to restoring 
to American life those 
mutable principles and ideals 
which your forbears and mine 
handed down to us in sacred 
trust. 

I shall assist in the regain- 
ing of that moral base for both 
public and private life which 
will restore the people's faith in 
the integrity of public institu- 
tions and the private faith of ev- 
ery man in the integrity of his 
neighbor. I shall set my course 
to the end that no man need fear 
to speak the truth. I could not 
do less, for the opportunities for 
service my country has given me 
and the honors it has conferred 
upon me have imposed an obliga- 
tion which is not discharged by 
the termfhation of public service. 

Much that I nave seen since my 
return to my native land after an 
absence of many years has filled 
me with immeasurable satisfac- 
tion and pride. Our material prog- 
ress has been little short of phe- 
nomenal. It has established an 
eminence in material strength so 
far in advance of any other na- 
tion or combination of nations 
that talk of imminent threat to 
our national security through the 
application of external force is 
pure nonsense. 

It is not of any external threat 
that I concern myself but rather 
of insidious forces working from 
within which have already so 
drastically altered the character 
of our free tutions—those in- 
stitutions. which formerly we 
hailed as something beyond ques- 
tion or challenge—those institu- 
tions we proudly called the Ameri- 
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the farmer and the tradesman to 
their rightful station of dignity 
and relative prosperity. 

This adventurous spirit is 
now threatened as it was in the 
days of the Bosten tea party by 
an unconscionable burden “of 
taxation. This i6 sapping the 
initiative and energies of the 
people and leaves little incen- 
tive-for the assumption of those 
risks w ate inherent and 
unescapable in the forging of 
progress under the system of 
free enterprise.- Worst of all 
it is throwing its tentacles 
around the low-income bracket 
| sector of our society from 
whom is now exactéd the major 
share of the cost of government. 
This renders its paper income . 
largely illusory. 

The so-called “forgotten man” 
of the early °30s now is in- 
deed no longer forgotten as the 
Government levies upon his in- 
come as the main remaining 
. source to defray reckless spend- 
thrift policies. More and more 
we work not for ourselves but 
for the state. In time, if per- 
mitted to continue, this trend 
cannot fail to be destructive. 
For no nation may survive in 
freedom once its people be- 
come the servants of the state, 
a condition te which we are 
now pointed with dreadful cer- 
tainty. Labor, as always, will 
be the first te feel its fright- 
ful consequences. : 
It is quite true that some levy 
upon the people’s earnings to pay 
the cost of government is unavoid- 
able. But the costs: of govern- 
ment, even discounting extraor- 
dinary military requirements, have 
risen at an accelerated, alarming 
and reckless rate. Nothing is 
heard from those in supreme 
executive authority concerning 
the possibility of a reduction or 
even limitation upon these mount- 
ing costs. No suggestion deals 
with the restoration of some sem- 
blance of a healthy balance. “No 
plan is advanced for easing the 
crushing burden already resting 
upon the people. 

To the contrary, all that we 
hear are the plans by which such 
costs progressively may be in- 
creased. New means are” con- 
stantly being devised for greater 
call upon the taxable potential as 
though the resources available 
were inexhaustible. We com- 
pound irresponsibility by seeking 
to share what liquid. wealth we

progressively and inexorably 
decreasing the purchasing pow- 
er of our currency, nullifying 
the protection of our insurance 
provisions, and reducing those 
of fixed income to hardship and 
even despair?” 

I fear these questions, if 
asked, would be met by stony 
silence. 

For just as in Korea there 
has been no plan. We have long 
drifted aimlessly with the sole 
safeguard against the ineptitude 
of our leaders resting upon 
American enterprise, American 
skill and American courage. 
But once the incentive for the 

g of these great attri- 
butes is lost the bulwark to 
support our failures is gone and 
the American way of life as we 
have known it will be gravely 
threatened. 
Indivisible from this trend and 
probably contributory to it is a 
growing tendency to overlook 
certain forms of laxity in high 
quarters. Petty corruption in the 
public administration is a disease 
unfortunately common to all na- 
tions but I refer to an even more 
alarming situation. Men of sig- 
nificant stature in national affairs 
appear to cower before the threat 
of reprisal if the truth be ex- 
pressed in criticism of those in 
higher public authority. 
For example, I find in exist- 
ence a new and heretofore un- 
known and dangerous concept 
that the members of our armed 
forces owe primary allegiance and 
loyalty to those who temporarily 
exercise the authority of the ex- 
ecutive branch of Government, 
rather than to the country and its 
Constitution. which they are sworn 
to defend. No proposition could 
be more dangerous. None could 
cast greater doubt upon the in- 
tegrity of the armed services. For 
its application would at once con- 
vert them from their traditional 
and constitutional role as the in- 
strument for the defense of the 
republic into something partaking 
of the nature of a Pretorian 
guard, owing sole allegiance to 
the political master of the. hour. 

While for the purpose of ad- 
ministration and command the 
armed service are within the ex- 


od 


ment, they are accountable as 
well to the Congress, charged 
with the policy-making respon- 
sibility, and to the people, ulti- 
mate repository of all national 
power. Yet so inordinate has been 
the application of the executive 
power that members of the armed 
services have been subjected to 
‘the most arbitrary and ruthless 
treatment for daring to speak the 
truth in accordance with convic- 
tion and conscience. 

I hesitate to refer to my own 
relief from the Far Eastern 
commands as I have never ques- 
tioned the legal authority under- 
lying such action. But the three 
sole reasons publicly stated by 
the highest authority clearly 
demonstrate the arbitrary na- 
ture of the decision. 

The first reason given was 
thats contrary te existing policy, 

I warned of the. strategic rela- 
tionship of Formosa to Ameri- 
can security and the dangers in- 
herent :in this area’s falling 
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ecutive branch of the govern- 


under Communist control. Yet 
this viewpoint has since been 
declared by the Secretary of 
State, under oath before con- 
gressional committees, to have 
been and to be the invincible 
and long-standing policy of the 
United States. 

The second yeason given was 
that I communicated my readi- 
ness to meet the enemy com- 
mander at any time'to discuss 
acceptable terms of a cease-fire 
arrangement. Yet, for this pro- 
posal, I. was relieved of my 
command by the same authori- 
ties who since have received 
so enthusiastically the identical 
proposal when made by the So- 
viet Government. 

The third and final reason 
advanced was my replying to a 
Congressman’s request for in- 
formation on a public subject 
then under open consideration 
by the Congress. Yet both 
houses of Congress promptly 
passed a law confirming my ac- 
tion, which indeed had been 
entirely in accordance with a 
long-existing and well recog- 
nized through unwritten policy. 
This law states that no member 
of the Armed Forces shall be 
restricted or prevented from 
communicating directly or in- 
directly with any member or 
members of Congress concern- 
ing any subject unless such 
communication is in violation of 
law or the security and safety 

}of the United States. And this 
formal enactment or basic pub- 
lic policy was approved without 
the slightest dissent by the 
President. ¥ 

Is there wonder that men who 
seek an objective understanding 
of American policy thinking be- 
come eompletely frustrated and 
bewildered? Is there wonder that 

Soviet propaganda so completely

policy. 

And, indeed, what is our for- 
eign policy? We hear impas- 
sioned appeals that it be bi- 
partisan—violent charges that 
sinister efforts are being made 
to obstruct and defeat it—but 
I defy you oer any other man 
to tell me what it is. It has be- 
come a mass of confused mis~ 
understandings and vacillations. 
It has meant one thing today— 
another tomorrow. It has al- 
most blown with every wind, 
changed with every tide. 

The sorry truth is we have 
no policy. Expediencies as vari- 
able and shifting as the ex- 
igencies of the moment seem 
to be the only guide. Yesterday 
we disarmed, today we arm and 
what of tomorrow? 


We have ‘een told of the war 
in Korea that it is the wrong 
war, with the wrong enemy, at 
the wrong time and in the 
wrong place. Does this mean 
that they intend and indeed 
plan what they would“call a 
right war, with a right enemy, 
at a right time and in a right 
place? 

If successful in mounting the 
North. Atlantic Pact in 1953 or 
1954 or at one of the ever-chang- 
ing dates fixed for its consum- 
mation, what comes then? 

Do we mean to throw down a 
gage of battle? 

Do we mean to continue the 
fantastic fiscal burden indefinite- 
ly to our inevitable exhaustion?

Asia if it develops?

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- Fhe Black Patch on the Ballot 


A Post-Dispatch reader who came to Mis- 

souri from Indiana several years ago asked 
in the letters column the other day, “Why is it 
citizens of Missouri are denied a secret bal- 
lot?” 
Our correspondent evidently has not caught 
up with the story of Missouri’s black patches. 
He notes that when a citizen votes, the election’ 
official puts a number on the ballot corres- 
ponding to the voter’s number on the poll 
sheet. He is quite right in ‘sayirig that this 
would destroy secrecy of the ballot. But in or- 
der to preserve that secrecy, the election law 
of 1941 requires that the number on the ballot 
immediately be concealed with a black ad- 
hesive patch. 

Why is the number puf on the ballot only 
to be covered up? 

That is a good question. Originally the idea 
was that the number of ballots cast could thus 
be easily checked against the number of voters 
recorded on the poll sheets. The black patch 
was supposed to protect the secrecy of the bal- 
lot while permitting a check of the numbers jf 
necessary in case of a contest or re-canvass. 
Some courts, however, have held that the black 
patch cannot be removed even in case of a con- 
test. So the sensible thing would seem to be 
to forget about numbering the ballots altogether. 

Meanwhile, as long as ballots are numbered 
the law requires that the number be concealed. 
If our correspondent catches an election official 
failing to wield the black patch, he can and 
should complain about it. 
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Historical Fishing Hints 

The Bulletin of the Missouri Historical Society 
may not be the place to expect it, but the current 
issue carries a very interesting and detailed arti- 
cle on fishing in the St. Louis area. It is in the 
form of a diary kept by George Barton Berrell, 
and it reports a series of piscatorial expeditions, 
mostly to lakes in nearby Illinois, with the num- 
ber and kind of fish caught and just where they 
were taken. Mr. Berrell, we are sorry to say, re- 
ports no “big ones,” not even the kind that got 


“away, but otherwise his luck was very good. 


But before any of our fishing friends begin re- 
joicing over the new usefulness of history, we 
hasten to point out that the diary was kept in the 
summer of 1878, and that it.was edited by Har- 
riet B. and Kenneth D. Carlander for the Upper 
Mississippi River Conservation Committee; also 
that Maj.

HECHNINGEN, Germany, July 
26 (UP)—Former Crown Prince 
Wilhelm von Hohenzollern; once 
heir-apparent to the imperial Ger- 
man throne, was entombed today 
in a vault he designed himself in 
the ancient family castle Burg 
Hohenzollern overlooking this 
little south German town.

Fort Worth, Tex.; the Arlington 
Hotel at Hot Springs, ® Ark.; 
Loew’s State Theater in Cleve- 
land; the Slattery Building and 
Washington Hotel in Shreveport, 
La., and many buildings; for 
Washington University and the 
University of Missouri, 


Mr. Knight drew up plans for 
a fleet of streamlined excyrsion 
boats to ply the Mississippi and 
Ohio rivers from St. Louis, Min- 
neapolis, Pittsburgh and New 
Orleans.

“Daring” Economic Ideas. 
The dispatch said: : 
“To formulate this program, 

the Administration has ventured 
into some daring areas of eco- 
nomic policy. A novel ‘production 
assistance drive’ is contemplated 
as machinery and apparatus for 
fulfilling the organization's ob- 
jectives. : 

“The program is designed not 
only to improved productivity in 
all the countries of the European 
Recovery Program, but also to 
share equitably the results among 
owners, labor and the consumers. 

“It aims to help Europe to cre- 
ate an expanding economy to re- 
place what in some nations is re- 
garded as an economy of scarcity.” 

To achieve the new productiv- 
ity among. foreign. nations, the 
ECA plans to work“hore through 
individual plants .than through 
governments of the nations in- 
volved. Officials feel that pro- 
duction can be stepped up more 
easily that way. 

The ECA plans to enlarge its 
staff of industrial experts and 
skilled specialists at its various 
foreign missions to help carry out 
the new task.

ean Canasta.” You won't find 
this game described in official 
laws of Canasta. In the official 
laws you'll find the game of Sam- 
ba, which is so similar to Chilean 
Canasta that you might as well 
play one as the other. 

But those who started playing 
Chilean Canasta before they ever 
heard of Samba have stuck to the 
original game for one reason only: 
They like the fact that in Chilean 
Canasta you can meld wild cards. 
Furthermore, you can pick up a 
discarded wild card if you have a 
matching pair of wild cards. 

Take this hand: 

If you want to, you can meld 
your joker and two deuces as a

UFFALO: Will you please put 
the word foyer through your 
Pronunciation Clinic? We have 


-had quite an argument about 


it.—K.W.C. 


Foyer is a French loan word, 
meaning literally, “a fireplace.” 
The French pronunciation is: 
awayey (the first “a” flat, as in 
Wag). 


“In American usage, a foyer is 
“a kind of lobby, as of a theater 
or apartment.” American dic- 
tionaries list three pronunciations: 
(1) fwah-YAY; (2) foy-YAY; . (3) 
FOY-en, 


Since foyer is a French word, 
shouldn’t we give it the French 
pronunciation, fwa-YAY? The an- 
swer is no, and this is why: 

More than 36 per cent of all 
English words are from the 
French, but we do not consider 
them French, for most of them 
date back in English to the Nor- 
gnan Conquest. Moreover, the true 
French pronunciations are hardly 
ever preserved in English if they 
contain sounds that are not heard 
in English (for example, the 
French nasal sounds), 


A good case in point is the 
word employer. The French say: 
ah(n)-plwa-yay. We give the word 
its logical English values: .em- 
PLOY-er. So, if—ployer to us 
spells PLOY-er, it is: entirely 
proper that foyer should spell 
FOY-er. Indeed, it is the Stand- 
ard American pronunciation. 

Watch the word pamphlet. Not 
“pamplet.” , 

The origin of pamphlet is un- 
certain. A theory shared, how- 
ever, by several dictionaries is 
that pamphlet evolved from the 
Latin Pamphilus, the name of a 
twelfth century poem so widely 
circulated in leaflet form that the 
leaflets themselves became known 
as Pamphilets, a diminutive of 
Old French origin. This entered 
Middle English as paunflet, then 
pamfilet, and finally pamphlet. 

_ Be sure to say: PAM-flit.

Gas Is Frozen 
To Make Dry Ice 


=== By RAMON COFFMAN 


HB substance called “dry ice” 
T tas come into widespread use. 

It is called “dry” because it 
fails to melt when placed in air, 
instead of doing that, it gives off 
a vapor or gas. 

A special use for carbon diox- 
ide gas is offered: by dry ice. This 
gas can be frozen solid. 

Carbon Gioxide gas is - taken 


chiefly from burning coke. After — 


the gas is obtained, it is turned in-: 
to a liquid. The liquid can be 
made by putting the gas under a 
pressure of 1000 pounds to the 
ae inch, and then condensing 


The cold liquid is put under 
further pressure. Then the pres- 
sure is released, and a portion of 
the liquid is turned into gas; the 
rest becomes frozen into what has 
been described as “fluffy snow.” 

The snow is pressed into cakes, 
and we have dry ice, 

Dry ice is so cold that it will 
burn a person who lets -it rest on 
his skin. The temperature is 109 
degrees below zero Fahrenheit. 

When kept in the air; dry ice 
gradually turns into vapor. The 
change is very slow: the greater 
part of the solid substance may 
be there after many hours of va- 
porizing. , 
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Some refrigerator cars and re- 
frigerator trucks use dry ice. 

An expert warns: .“Never place 
dry ice in a glass bottle with a 
tight cover on it! If you do that, 
there will be an explosion!”

VER-SIMPLIFICATION re-

often disappointing and can 
be dangerous. Where possible, 
simplicity is desirable.

However, a potentially danger- 
ous idea is arising that symptom 
A equals disease A. Even more 
pernicious is the idea that symp- 
tom A equals treatment A. 

That is, some people now be- 
lieve that sniffles and a headache 
mean a cold (one or two symp- 
toms supposedly equal to one dis- 
ease). And yet, in children many 
different diseases begin with 
sniffles and a headache including 
some of the contagious diseases.

AN illustration of this 
misconception is that headache 
means eye strain... Sometimes it 
does but there are 40 other causes 
for chronic headache, some of 
them serious. 

The idea that a symptom means 
a disease is totally and absolutely 
wrong. It is over-simplification 
at its worst. This idea can cause 
rreedless delay in accurate diag- 
nosis and beneficial treatment. 
Aunt Martha says, “Dave’s cough 
has hung on because he has bron- 


. chitis.” Although that cough may 


be a cigarette cough, it is just as 
likely to be a more serious lung 
infection which should be diag- 
nosed immediately so that Dave’s 
treatment can begin and he can 
stop endangering his loved ones.

NE of the minor headaches

What you'll probably have to do 
here is to build a little dam out of 
putty’ to hold the liquid at the 
joint so it can soak in. Na > 
steam, water or vinegar left on 
the finish for any length of time 


will necessitate refinishing. 


To take a joint apart and pre- 
serve the finish all at the same 
time is tricky work. Sometimes 
you can loosen up the joints by
